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CHAPTER 37
(Senate Bill 71)

AN ACT to repeal Section 661 of Article 27 of the Annotated Code
of Maryland (1957 Edition), title “Crimes and Punishments”, sub-
title “Barrett School for Girls”, and to repeal said sub-title; and to
repeal and re-enact, with amendments, Section 33 of Article 88A
of said Code (1961 Supplement), title “State Department of Public
Welfare”, sub-title “Training Schools for Delinquent Children”,
removing references from State laws to the institution known as
Barrett School for Girls, providing that certain credits, appropria-
tions, assets, liabilities and properties of the Barrett School for
Girls shall be turned over to Montrose School for Girls, and gen-
erally amending the laws concerning said two institutions in
prepétration for their merger under the name of “Montrose School
for Girls”. ~

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of Maryland,
That Section 661 of Article 27 of the Annotated Code of Maryland
(1957 Edition), title “Crimes and Punishments”, sub-title ‘“Barrett
School for Girls” be and it is hereby repealed, and said sub-title is
hereby repealed.

SEC. 2. And be it further enacted, That Section 33 of Article 88A
of said Code (1961 Supplement) title “State Department of Public
Welfare”, sub-title “Training Schools for Delinquent Children”, be
?nlcll it is hereby repealed and re-enacted with amendments to read as

ollows :

83. From and after June 1, 1963, the Maryland Training School
for Boys, Montrose School for Girls, and Boys’ Village of Maryland
[, and the Barrett School for Girls,] shall exercise their corporate
functions under the supervision, direction and control of the Depart-
ment of Public Welfare. Said Department shall by rules and regula-
tions establish standards of care, policies of admission, transfer and
discharge, and from time to time order such changes in the policies,
conduct or management of said institution as may seem desirable.
Said Department shall develop a program within each training
school, including provision for after-care supervision. Each of said
institutions shall nevertheless remain under the general management
of its reifpective board of managers, subject to the limitations herein
set forth.

SEC. 3. And be it further enacted, That the Board of Managers of
Barrett School for Girls is abolished as a separate entity, except
insofar as its membership and functions are merged into the Board
of Managers of Montrose School for Girls.

SEC. 4. And be it further enacted, That any appropriations and
credits on the books or records of this State designated for the use
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
